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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 

use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jacrot 
(US 4,843,276). 

Regarding claim 1, Jacrot (‘276) discloses a electric incandescent lamp assembly 
having a light source 1, arranged inside the lamp envelope having aa lamp base 16, 
two mutually opposite broad faces 13, 14, two mutually opposite narrow faces (not 
labeled), a metallic sleeve 12 and figure 2 shows a matching means 15 for latch 
connection. 

Regarding claim 2, figure 2 show how the narrow face is provided with at least 
one notch 21 . 

Regarding claim 3, figure 2 shows at least on locking plate 19 pointing into inside 
space of the base. 

Regarding claim 4, the wall area is one bulge as shown in figure 2. 

Regarding claim 5, the metallic sleeve 12 has one opening 21. 

Regarding claim 6, the metallic sleeve has at least two plates 10, 11. 

Regarding claim 7, the conducting contacts 15 extending longitudinal direction of 



the vehicle headlight bulb
